The Colony was to consist of four Ame- 
ricans (Whites), and eighty-two Coloured 
People—men, women, and children. The 
Rev. Samuel Bacon, a Clergyman of the 
American Episcopal Church, and John P. 
Bankson, Esq. were appointed Ageits for 
the American Government in the establish- 
ment of the Colony. Dr. Crozer, a Phy- 
sician, accompanied the Expedition, as A- 
gent from the Colonization Society ; and 
Mr. James Doughen bad the appointment 
of Architect. aiid es * 

On thé 20¢h of March, the Augusta reach- 
ed Campelar. ‘The transhipment immedi- 
ately began. The exertions‘made in this 
work @ppear to have been greater than a 
due consideration of health would allow. 
The people were anxious (o get the stores 
landed at Campelar, to wait there during 
the present Raius, and then to settle on 
Sherbro Island. 

Mr. Bankson and Dr. Crozer were first 
seized with fever. In about three weeks 
Dr. Crozer died. Mr. Townshend follow- 
ed. Mr. Bacon being taken ill, was carri- 
ed from Campelar to Kent, at Cape Shil- 
ling ; but died, two days after his arrival, 
on the.3d offMay. Mr. Bankson then fell 
a victim, and was followed by the six men 
and the boy who manned the Augusta.

Mr. Browenam, the Queen’s Attorney Gener- 
sl, had been in the country to prepare himself for 
the arduous duty of her defence, but returned to 
Londen on the ist October. 

Numerous addresses eontinued to be made to 
the Queen. Eleven were presented to her on 
the 2d, and six were to be presented the 3d Oc- 
tober. The spirit of her answers had pet abated. 

The British King, on his visit to the ceast, 
where he had been to take an aquatic excursien, 
had received several addrésses. His answers, 
generally, are as laconic, ag those of the Queen 
have been full. The sailors received him with 
loud cries of “ God save the King”

culture; and to the spirit and intelligence, | 
by which they had béen seconded and) 
supported by the intelligent cultivators of 
the state. It is searcely possible that any | 
man could have the hardihood to misrepre- 
éent the state of improvement as to an ex- 
hibition which is so open to all the world. 
Every spectator was a self constituted 
judge, and would instantly condemn any 
attempt at misrepresentation. The effects 
of this show on the character and qualities 
of our domesti¢ animals was so marked & 
go unquestionable, that a man who had 
viewed the exhibition if its infancy four 
years since, could scarcely believe that he | 
was in the same sociéty and surrounded 
by the same cultivators, who assembled & 
brought their best productions at thut pe- 
riod. The race of hogs was so entirely 
changed and improved that one could with 
difficulty recognize a feature of the tall, 
taw-boned, thick-legged race which had 
for so many years been the disgrace, while 
they had consumed the profits of the farm- 
er of Massachusetts. The same remark 
applied with still greater force to the ez-} 
hibition of fat cattle. The society having 
announced that their premiums should 
no longer be given to monstrous and over- 
grown animals—that mere weight alone 
should cease to be the criterion, but that 
adopting the rules of the inimitable Bake- 
well, whose name ought to be placed by 
the’sidé of Oliviera de Serres the great far-} 
mer of France—and of Evelyn who gained, 
so much glory in Great Britain as a practi- 
cal eultivator, they should hereafter a- 
ward their premiums to the animals which 
presented the finest forms & discovered the 
reatest disposition or aptitude to acquire 
flesh with the smallest possible expense. 
It is surely a proof, if any thing of this 
gort is susceptible of proof, that the ef- 
fects of this society and its shows, have 
beeh productive of great benefit to the 
state; that. instead of two or three, we 
had this year no less than foufteen fat ox- 
en, the greater part of which were beauti- 
ful’ in their forms, and whose average 
weight exceeded two thousand pounds.

A neighber of mine, 
whic deserves great praise for bis expetiments in 
potato planting, always found the produce to be 
greater from whole potatoes. I had whole pota- 
toes planted last year, at both nine and eigtteen 
inches distance in the row, but the produce of 
the eighteen inches, | believe, was more than 
double that of the nine inches. ‘The potatoes 
intended for planting should never be allowed to 
sprout before they are planted. When they 
have been planted twelve or fourteen days, | 
take a small harrow, and harrow the top of 
each drill down to within two or three inches of 
the sets; then harrow the intervals well, with an 
implement called here a drill-harrow; after 
which go once round each ridge with the plough, 
covering the top of it with soil about two or three 
inches; this should be done just at the time 
when the plants are offering to make their ap- 
pearance. When the plants are got about four 
inches high, take a furrow from each side of each 
ridge with the common plough, going within 
three inches of the plants., For this operation | 
generally have two horses, and go about nine
